Records  and  Finances  both  require  constant  vigilance 
and  strict  accounting.

each  year.  At  the  end  of  four  years  of  practical 
experience  gained  while  pursuing  their  college  course, 

the  students  are  quite  thoroughly  indoctrinated  in  the 
fundamentals    of   bookkeeping.      They    also   learn   the 

duties  of  a  cashier  by  having  to  assume  the  responsi- 
bility of  keeping  in  balance  a  petty  cash  fund,  cashing 

checks,  money  orders,  etc.,  and  seeing  that  they  are 
properly  endorsed.     The  students  learn  how  to  make 

up  bank  deposits  and  replenish  the  petty  cash  fund. 


Generally  speaking,  the  head  bookkeeper  is  responsible 

to  the  accountant,  who  in  turn  is  responsible  for  th( 

analysis  and  the  proper  set-up  of  accounts.  Briefly,  the 
duties  of  this  department  are  as  follows: 
1.     To  make  and  keep  a  complete  financial  record  o 

accounts    with    every    student    and    teacher,    such    as: 

(a)  labor  credit;  (b)  room,  laundry,  and  board  charges 

(c)   tuition.     2.     To   issue   monthly   statements   to   stu- 
dents and  parents,  as  well  as  monthly  financial  state 

ments  to  the  Board  of  Trustees.     3.     To  make  up  semi- 
monthly pay  rolls  for  teachers.     4.     To  keep  an  accu 

:'ate    record    of    all    equipment    and    supplies.     5.     To 

receive,   disburse,   and  hold  in  trust   all  funds   of  th( 

institution.     Regkrdless  of  what  your  present  or  future 
plans  are,  you  should  give  some  study  to  proper  busi 

ness     procedures.     The     Oakwood     College     business 
department  extends  to  you  a  cordial  welcome.

irst  of  all,  the  Registrar  is  secretary  to  the  Admissions 

■mittee;  therefore,  this  office  makes  the  initial  contact 

every  student  whether  he  is  a  returning  student  or  a 

ovv  student.    This  includes  sending  catalogues  and  answer- 

ig   all    inquiries,    planning   and    carrying   out   registi-ation 

procedures,   filling   out   and   mailing   enrollment   blanl<s   to 

the   Veterans   Administration   office   for   all   veterans   who 

register. 

Other  duties  include: 

1.     To  prepare  class  and  room  schedules. 

To  prepare  adequate  reports  for  the  denominatiun, 
the  state,  the  U.  S.  government,  and  other  or- 
ganizations. 

3.  To  maintain  clear  cumulative  records  of  enroll- 
ments according  to  geographical  locations,  records 
of  grades,  and  attendance  records. 

4.  To  determine  grade  eligibility  and  student  classi- 
fication. 

5.  To  prepare  inter-school  transcripts  for  the  transfer 
of  students.

6.  To  prepare  and  distribute  to  parents  periodic  re- 
ports on  the  scholastic  standing  of  students:  also 
the  preparation  of  honor  rolls. 

7.  To  prepare  a  folder  which  contains  personal  and 
scholastic  qualifications  of  the  prospective  gradu- 
ates. 

8.  Besides  administrative  officers,  who  are  constantly 
making  inquiries  which  call  for  study,  students 
come  merely  to  ask  "What  is  my  grade  point 
average?" 

By  spending  one  da\'  in  this  office,  any  visitor  would 
be  definitely  impressed  with  the  multiplicty  of  opportuni- 
ties for  real  work  and  the  advantages  in  office  training 
which  are  afforded  part-time  student  assistants.

The  Oakwood  College  Post  Office  became  an  official  biancli  of  the  Hunstville 
Post  Office  in  March,  1948,  and  was  given  the  title  of  "Oakwood  College  Rural 

Station."  Like  most  of  the  regular  branches,  the  "Oakwood  Rural  Station"' 
gives  six  day  a  week  service  to  its  patrons.     Mail  goes  out  dail.w  and  the  brancli 

renders  the  additional  service  of  mail  delivery  on  holidays.  Students  and 
community  residents   may   purchase   stamps,    postal   cards,    stamped    envelopes. 

and  money  orders  from  the  post  office,  as  well  as  send  registered  mail,  C.  O.  D.. 
special     delivery,     and     parcel     post     sliipments.     In     fact,     the     services     are 

as  varied  as  would  be  found  in  any  of  the  regular  branches.  Althougli  the 
number   of   patrons   served    by    this    station    is    only    about    500,    the    Oakwood 

College  Rural  Station's  volume  of  mail  is  comparable  to  that  of  other  stations 
which  servo  a  wider  area.     During  a  recent  month,  it  collected  5.531  pieces  of 

mail,  and  delivered  9.937  items.  Employees  of  tlie  i^i^'st  office  arc"  living  up  to 
its  motto — unqualified  servii-e  to  our  small  comnumity.
